1. Symington Didn’t Even 


Consult Walter Reuther 


THE DILEMMA in which labor leaders like 
Walter Reuther find themselves today is well 
shown in a lengthy letter the UAW’s president 
sent to war mobilization boss W. Stuart Seyming- 
ton protesting the Federal Reserve Board's regula- 
tion curbing consumer credit buying. 

It didn’t take Americans long to find out 
about-those regulations, although they went into 
effect: only last week. Millions have already 
changed their minds about buying cars, homes, 
televisions and other products 
because of the heavy down- 
payments and much higher 
monthly payments required. 

One indication of what's 
in the offing is the report of 
department store sales in 
New York for last week, the 
first under the new regula- 
tions, showing them to be 
only 1 percent above the 
corresponding week last year, 
although the week before 
showed 10 percent above last 
year. Scattered reports on television sales and 
other products indicate the same trend. 

Reuther raises a howl against precisely this 
sort of a development, charging in his letter that 
the regulations “will result in mass unemploy- 
ment because thousands of workers will be forced 
on the street as production declines in response ~ 
to the immediate and sharp decline in the ability 
of lower income families to buy houses, auto- 
mobiles and other durable goods.” 

* 


REUTHER observes that the line of the new 
regulations follows the principle set down by 
uotes as suggesting that 
if the war program n an additional 2,000,000 
tons of steel, it could be easily achieved by a 50 
percent down-payment requirement on cars and 
“the sale of automobiles would be cut by a third.” 
That, protests Reuther, would .cut automobile 
oe by 2,000,000 a year and bring mass 

yofis in auto and numerous other industries. 

In housing, Reuther predicts that the require- 
ment of a down-payment of $2,300 ($1,300 from 
vets) for a $10,000 house, will cut production of 
housing units to below half the present rate. 

Reuther harps on his old refrain for “equality 
of sacrifice,” pointing out that there is no equality 
as long as “well-heeled consumers are left free 
to buy all they want.” And Reuther adds: - 

“The same workers and low-income consumers 
have already been selected as the sacrificial vic- 
tims of most other defense preparation to date.”

THE PICTURE becomes even gloomier as 
Reuther speculates on the duration of the “emer- 
gency. During World War II the end of hard- 
ships was expected after the fighting ends. 

- “But who can say now,” Reuther asks, “when 
the necessity. for military preparedness with all 
its burdens and sacrifices will end? Continuance 
of Regulations W and X could mean that for 
a decade or more no workers and no low-income 
family in America could become the owner of 
a new house or a new car.”
